miss all but the most dazzling part 
of tic outdoor picture. The devotee 
of field science is never more aware 
of this than on visiting Niagara 
falls. Standing a fortnight ago on 
Prospect point, perhaps the most 
striking scenic spot in the world, 1 
leaned over the edge of the sheer 
and partly overhanging wall and 
looked down, not at the great sheet 
of water, tat at the rocks that con- 
tinue tlie gorge northward. 


There is often scarcely a handful 


of soil to the square foot, and some- 
times apparently none at all on the 
face of the great precipice, yet it is 
clothed with wild plants almost 
from top to bottom. So bidden are 
they by tho perpendicular wall and 
the artificial coping above it that 
many of them are hard to make out, 
but new discoveries are made at ev- 
ery change of position. The colum- 
bine (Aquilegia eanadensis) loves 
the spot so well that its bright red 
blossoms appear sometimes after 
they have disappeared from gardens. 
The plant is the most venturesome 
and hardy of any there and appears 
in a rock crevice -where nothing else 
but the bare wall is seen. It is diffi- 
cult to understand bow it subsists 
or evan clings to the wall, but it is 
content and holds out no hands for 
sustenance except to the humid air.

The bilge was rotten, acd 
in the placa when it gave way the 
sudden strain pulled down two other 
seclions. So great was the downward 
pressure that tbe threads whfch held 
the burrs on the heavy iron rods were 
cut off aa if by a knife. 
Tbe wcoden 


timbers of the bridge were decayed 
on tbe interior. In some places the 
outside shell was not a quarter of an 
inch thick. To all outward appear- 
accss the timbers were perfectly 
sound, but the inside »as eaten out, 
and rotten. 


Tbe bridge cannot be repaired and 


will have to be replaced by a new 
one. 
A bridge a short distance east 


of this one had lately been condemned 
ana tbe engine passed arouae! thst. 
The commissioners state that there 
are a number of these wooden bridges 
which were built from twelve to 
twenty years ago, and that none of 
them are perfectly safe for such 
heavy loads its are sometimes drawn 
over them.. When built the traction 
engine was not thought of.
